Samuel T. Hawken 


Samuel T. Hawkon, whose rifles 
were known from the Appalachian 
to the Rocky Mountains, came to 
St. Louis on 
June 5, 1822, 
one 
hundred and seventeen years ago 
this week.

iately began making the gun that 
was to bring fame in history to 
his shop on Washington Avenue 
The Hawken 
rifles 
were

few thousand were 
ever 
made, 
trader, mountain men, and Indian 
fighters called them their favorite 
arm . 
When Gen. Frem ont 
sent 
old Bill Williams and three com­ 
panions to bring relief to his ex ­ 
pedition in the La Garita m oun­ 
tains, they carried with them on 
their trip through hostile Indian 
country only three Hawken rifles 
and a shotgun. 
A very limited num ber of these 
rifles are still in existence, 
and 
they are chiefly valuable as m us­ 
eum pieces. 
One of these, which 
is in the possession of the Society 
of California Pioneers, has been 
described in considerable detail in 
a recent publication of that Soc­ 
iety. 
This particular gun 
is 
a 
muzzle-loading arm with ball and 
percussion cap. 
It has an octa­ 
gonal barrel, thirty-six inches long, 
and shoots a ball weighing half an 
ounce. 
Th< rear sight is describ­ 
ed as the “Rocky Mountain buek- 
hemn type,” while the front sight 
is ¡.lu- common knife-edge type. 
It also has a set ol 
double 
hair 
triggers and a check rest on the 
stock. 
The mountings are made 
of n o n and the locks are of the 
“bar lock” type, a later

than the “back action” lock. 
The Hawken gun soon became 
the most popular

The maker of this famous rifle, 


Samuel T. Hawken, was born in 
Hagerstown, Maryland, on Octo­ 
ber 26, 1792. 
He was a descend­ 
e d of a family of English

smiths, his father making rifles in 
England as early as 1776. 
Jacob 
Hawken, a brother of Samuel T., 
and Henry Hawken, a near rela- 
tve, also made guns in St. Louis. 
H awken is known in St. Louis 
history not only as a gunsmith but 
as the founder and organizer of 
one of the city’s most picturesque 
and alert volunteer fire 
fighting 
companies. 
From the time of the 
organization of the Northern Fire 
Com pany until its dissolution in 
1855 H aw ken was an active m em ­ 
ber of its fighting force. Possibly

ever owned was purchased in 1845 
and christened the “Sam H aw ken,” i 
in honor of the founder and old­ 
est m em ber of the 
organization.

in the schedule of menus in every 
home as a 
safeguard 
against a i 
possible lack of this im portant food 
element.

There are m any ways of

paring liver so that if your fam ­ 
ily has grown tired of it served in

Proper Watering

pA C H year more and more gar* 
deners are learning that gardens 
Bhould not be watered by sprinkling. 
Sprinkling tends to moisten the 
surface soil only and thus encour- 
af®s roof growth at that point. 
*\ hen the root system is concert- 
trated near the surface there is 
more danger of injury by hoeing; 
find if sprinkling is not done con­ 
stantly plants will be quickly af­ 
fected by drought. 
Much of the plant food to be ab­ 
sorbed by the roots is deeper in the 
soil, aud if plants are induced by 
light sprinkling to root near the 
surface 
they 
may 
be 
partially 
starved. 
Too frequent sprinkling is inad­ 
visable also because it tends to pro- 
mote 
mildew, 
a 
fungus 
disease 
vnich preys disastrously on several 
flower favorites, particularly zinnia. 
Considered from the time angle, 
sprinkling is impractical. 
It can 
safely be done only in the evening 
as water sprinkled on foliage under 
a hot sun may lead to damaging 
scalding. There is, moreover, great 
waste of time in holding a hose and 
directing the spray. 
The most 
efficient 
method 
of 
wait ring is to lay the hose on the 
ground, letting the water sink deep 
into the soil around the growing 
roots. Do not have too heavy a flow 
ot water, or there will be a wash­ 
ing or soil and exposure of tender 
roots Let the water run slowly in 
one place for 20 minutes io half an 
hour. Small channels may be traced 
the water along the rows. 
\\ here water connections are not 
available, gardens can be protected 
against drying out by maintaining 
Tlth, g00d humus content. 
Humus tends to help the soil hold 
its moisture. Proper humus content 
may be gained by spading into the 
sou strawy manure, peat moss, or 
heap 
ppiDg9 from ^ 
compost

Solving Hard Water Problem

Gone is the old iron kettle, but its perennial pot roast is here to s ta y - 
prepared now in the modern manner in an insulated cooker. This may be 
designed tor a small burner in the warming oven of the new-type gas 
range as illustrated; or in a cooker to be used over a top burner. 
A three to four pound roast—chuck, rump or bottom round—is wiped 
with a damp cloth, dredged with flour, seasoned and browned on all sides 
;n hot fat. using a skillet, before it goes into the cooker with one-half cup 
water, pared whole potatoes, onions and carrots. 
The cooker is covered and the burner turned high; when the steaming 
point is reached, the burner is adjusted to low or simmer for the three-hour 
roasting period—using a minimum of gas fuel. Chili or seasoning sauce 
may be added to step up the roast’s flavor during the final 15 minutes.

ANSWER TO YOCR 
QUESTIONS ABOUT 
THE FHA PLAN 


What a blessing it is to have at one’s command a plentiful supply 
of water--to know that at the turn of the tap clear, sparkling water will 
gush forth, good to the taste and suitable for every requirement of clean­ 
liness. “As right as rain,” as the old saying goes. It is not until we have 
had to use water which has some undesirable quality that we begin to 
give the matter any real thought. 


Hard water is the cause of frequent complaint. 
It is the reason for that sticky scum which collects 
on the dishpan, the dishwashing machine, the bathtub, 
etc. It is caused by minerals which the water dissolves 
as it comes into contact with them in its passage 
through the ground. These minerals are commonly 
lime and magnesium. 


Laundering with hard water is troublesome, too. 
When soap is added to hard water it combines with 
the minerals and is destroyed. Enough soap must be 
added to satisfy all the hardness before a lather can 
be formed. The aoap used up in this way is wasted 
and forms a sticky curd that adheres to clothes washed 
in the water, causing them, when dry, to be harsh to 
the touch. The curd also causes the clothes to turn 
gray and sometimes to acquire an odor. 


TV hen you bathe with hard water, the sticky curd takes away from 
the pleasure of the bath and the feeling of exquisite cleanliness that 
follows a bath in soft water. The scum that forms also leaves around the 
bathtub a sticky ring that is not easily removed. Shampooing the hair 
with soap and hard water is just as troublesome, as it leaves the hair 
sticky and dull-lookiug instead of clean, soft and lustrous. 


Hard water also affects the flavor and texture of foods, like peas and 
beans; and if such water is used for making tea and coffee, some of the 
flavor of these beverages will be lost. One of the best known examples 
of what happens when hot water is heated is the deposit of scale which 
clings tenaciously to the bottom and sides of a tea kettle. This scale also 
presents difficulties in the hot water supply system. It is a poor conductor 
of heat, causes the water heater to burn out, and also clogs the hot-water 
p ip in g . 


When the water supply is extremely hard, rain water is often caught 
and stored in cisterns. While it is true that rain water, as it comes from 
the clouds, is relatively soft und free from minerals, in most cases stored 
rain water acquires an appreciable amount of hardness from the walls 
01 the cistern, F urthermore, rain water flowing over a roof washes the 
dirt from it, and in spite of measures to correct this, the cistern is apt 
to be a dirt trap. 
* 


Hard water difficulties can be eliminated in home today by the in- 
stadation of a zeolite water softener. Such a softener will completely 
remove all the lime and magnesium salts and convert the water into one 
that has no hardness. A zeolite water softener consists of a tank which 
contains the zeolite mineral. This tank is connected to the house piping; 
after flowing through the zeolite the water leaves the tank and then flows 
to the faucets from which it is to be used. The zeolite lasts indefinitely,

MORE F E R T I L I Z E R 
THAN UNITED STATES 


CHICAGO.—Nations of Europe use 
from two and a half to twenty times 
as much chemical plant food per 
acre as does the United States for 
fertilizing crop land and plowable 
pasture. 
“The average for the United 
States is five pounds per acre,” says 
the report based on international 
statistics compiled for 1936. “Hol­ 
land uses 99 pounds of chemical 
plant food per acre, Belgium 80, 
and Germany 67. Then come Den­ 
mark with 40, Norway with 29, and 


Sweden with 22 pounds. France uses 
21 pounds per acre, Italy 17 and 
Great Britain 12. 
“The rate of consumption in this 
country is, however, considerably 
higher than it is in Poland and Hun­ 
gary which use respectively three 
and one pounds per acre. 
“Soil conservation has been a ne­ 
cessity in Europe for centuries be­ 
cause of the large populations and 
the relatively small acreage of tilla­ 
ble farm land. 
“In the United States millions of 
acres of farm land have been ruined 
because of erosion or depletion by 
cropping. 
If the nation’s greatest 
resource—the soil—is to be con­ 
served, an ever-increasing program 
of soil improvement and fertiliza­ 
tion must be followed.”

Proper Watering 


F 
jVVCl! year more and more gar* 
J deners are learning that gardens 
should not he watered hy sprinkling. 
Sprinkling tends to moisten the 
surface soil only and thus enconr- 
•ges roof growth at that point. 
When the root system ts concen­ 
trated near the surface there is 
more danger of Injury hy hoeing; 
and If sprinkling is not done con­ 
stantly plants will be quickly af* 
fected by drought. 
Much of the plant food to be ab­ 
sorbed by the roots Is deeper in the 
soil, aud If plants are induced hy 
light sprinkling to root near the 
surface 
they 
may 
be 
partially 
starved. 
Too frequent sprinkling is Inad­ 
visable al«o because it tends to pro­ 
mote mildew, 
a 
fungus 
disease 
which preys disastrously on several 
Bower favorites, particularly zinnia. 
Considered from the time angle, 
sprinkling is impractical. 
It can 
safely be done only in the evening, 
as water sprinkled on foliage under 
a hot sun may lead to damaging 
»raiding. There is, moreover, great 
waste of time in holding a hose and 
directing the spray. 
The most 
efficient 
method 
of 
watering is to lay the hose on the 
ground, letting the water sink deep 
into the soil around the growing 
roots. Do not have too heavy a flow 
of water, or there will be a wash­ 
ing of soil and exposure of tender 
roots. Let the water run slowly in 
one place for 20 minutes io half an 
hour. Small channels may be traced 
to lead the water along the rows. 
Where water connections are not 
available, gardens can be protected 
against drying out by maintaining 
a soil with good humus content. 
Humus tends to help the soil hold 
its moisture. Proper humus content 
may be gained by spading into th» 
»oil strawy manure, peat moss, or 
hnvn clippings from the compost

OU need not delay planting just 
because soil seems too dry to 
promote germination. After form­ 
ing the trench in which seeds are 
to be placed, pour into it about two 
gallons of water to every 10 feet. 
Place seed’ on the moist bed and 
cover lightly with soil. 
Don’t he in too big a hurry to get 
your garden started. 
In planting 
three weeks before your neighbor 
you may get crops three weeks 
later than he does, because the cool 
weather of spring can set • back 
plants severely. Plants thus dam­ 
aged are spending their energies 
recovering from cold-weather shock 
while those planted later are be­ 
ginning to mature. 
For house bouquets of petunia of 
greatest beauty, pick petunias in 
the bud. This protects the opening 
blossoms from damage from insects, 
wind, rain and dust. When the blos­ 
soms open slowly in the quiet cool­ 
ness of the house, they are as beau­ 
tiful as nature can make them. 
Handle Heavenly Blue morning 
glories similarly. Pick those with 
long stems and some leaves, arrange 
In a vase and set in a cool, dark 
place in your house. Usually they 
Will open ln 6 to 12 hours; and you 
will find them far more lovely than

doors. They will last from 3 to 10 
hours, depending upon the light and 
temperature in your house.

Solving Hard Water Problem

Gone is the old iron kettle, but its perennial pot roast is here to s ta y - 
prepared now in the modern m anner in an insulated cooker. This may he 
designed for a small burner in the warming oven of the new-type gas 
range as illustrated; or in a cooker to be used over a top burner. 
A three to four pound roast—chuck, rump or bottom round—is wiped 
with a damp cloth, dredged with flour, seasoned and browned on all sides 
in hot fat. using a skillet, before it goes into the cooker with one-half cup 
water, pared whole potatoes, onions and carrots. 
The cooker Is covered and the burner turned high; when the steaming 
point is reached, the burner is adjusted to low or sim m er for the three-hour 
roasting period—using a minimum of gas fuel. Chill or seasoning sauce 
may be added to step up the roast’s flavor during the final 15 minutes.

ANSW ER TO YOUR 
QUESTIONS ABOUT

W hat a blessing it is to have at one’s command a plentiful supply 
of w ater—to know that at the turn of the tap clear, sparkling w ater will 
f 
rush forth, good to the taste and suitable for every requirem ent of clean« 
iness. “As right as rain,” as the old saying goes. It is not until we have 
had to use w ater which has some undesirable quality that we begin to 
give the m atter any real thought. 


Hard w ater is the cause of frequent complaint. 
It is the reason for that sticky scum which collects 
on the dishpan, the dishwashing machine, the hathtub, 
etc. It is caused by minerals which the w ater dissolves 
as it comes into contact with them in its p assa g e 
through the ground. These minerals are commonly 
lime and magnesium. 


Laundering with hard water is troublesome, too. 
When soap is added to hard water it combines with 
the minerals and is destroyed. Enough soap m ust be 
added to satisfy all the hardness before a lather can 
be formed. The soap used up in this way is wasted 
and forms a sticky curd that adheres to clothes washed 
in the water, causing them, when dry, to be harsh to 
the touch. The curd also causes the clothes to turn 
gray and sometimes to acquire an odor. 


When you bathe with hard water, the sticky curd takes away from 
the pleasure of the bath and the feeling of exquisite cleanliness that 
follows a bath in soft water. The scum that forms also leaves around the 
bathtub a sticky ring that is not easily removed. Shampooing the hair 
with soap and hard water is just as troublesome, as it leaves the hair 
sticky and dull-lookiog instead of clean, soft and lustrous. 


Hard w ater also affects the flavor and texture of foods, like peas and 
beans; and if such w ater is used for making tea and coffee, some of the 
flavor 
of these beverages will be lost. One of the best known examples 
of what happens when hot w ater is heated is the deposit of scale which 
clings tenaciously to the bottom and sides of a tea kettle. This scale alao 
presents difficulties in the hot w ater supply system. It is a poor conductor 
of heat, causes the w ater heater to burn out, and also clogs the hot-w ater 
piping. 


When the w ater supply is extremely hard, rain w ater is often caught 
and stored in cisterns. While it is true that rain water, as it comes from 
the clouds, is relatively soft und free from minerals, in most cases stored 
rain w ater acquires an appreciable amount of hardness from the walls 
of the cistern. Furtherm ore, rain w ater flowing over a roof washes the 
dirt from it, and in spite of measures to correct this, the cistern is apt 
to be a dirt trap. 


Hard w ater difficulties can be eliminated in home today by the in­ 
stallation of a zeolite water softener. Such a softener will completely 
remove all the lime and magnesium salts and convert the water into one 
that has no hardness. A zeolite w ater softener consists of a tank which 
contains the zeolite mineral. This tank is connected to the house piping; 
after flowing through the zeolite the w ater leaves the tank and then flows 
to the faucets from which it is to be used. The zeolite lasts indefinitely, 
but every week or two, after a certain am ount of w ater has been softened, 
it must be reconditioned by flushing with a solution of pure table salt. 
This reconditioning is easily accomplished by alm ost any member of the 
family when a hand operated water softener is used, fn the automatic 
type o/#w ater softener, the reconditioning is done by an electric motor 
which is started by a hand switch, or by a time clock, or a w ater meter. 
The only attention required for the autom atic type is to load the brine 
tank with salt at infrequent intervals.

acre as does the United States for 
fertilizing crop land and plowable 
pasture.

States is five pounds per acre," say* 
the report based or international 
statistics compiled for 1936. “Hol­ 
land uses 99 pounds of chemical 
plant food per acre. Belgium 80, 
and Germany 67. Then come Den­ 
mark with 40, Norway with 29, and 


Sweden with 22 pounds. France uses 
21 pounds per acre, Italy 17 and 
Great Britain 12. 
“The rate of consumption In this 
country is, however, considerably 
higher than it is in Poland and Hun­ 
gary which use respectively three 
and one pounds per acre.

fore you know it, baby has a set 
of daily menus almost as varied as 
the family meals. 
Now, if you could only dovetail 
the baby and family menus to make 
a single meal, it would be no prob­ 
lem at all.

the family. 
Then, too, baby's biggest meal is 
apt to come in the middle of the 
day just when you'd like to relax 
from cooking and nibble on a sim­ 
ple salad, and sup a cup of aoup. 
And at the end of the day when 
you plan to really put forth your 
best efforts on the family meal, 
baby’s schedule calls for a light 
supper and an early bedtime. Han­ 
dled that way, it simply means you 
pern! the better part of the day in 
the kitchen mulling around over 
| the pots and pans. 
Taken alto- 
jgether, it’s no wonder then that 
women have long wished for con­ 
venient foods prepared and pack­ 
aged for their toddlers. 
In answer to this need, commer­ 
cial kitchens and scientific labora­ 
tories 
have 
been 
experimenting 
with a new type of ready-to-serve 
foods done up in tins.

flour. 
There are creamed vege­ 
tables like potatoes—tomato and 
rice—green vegetables—and diced 
vegetables. 
Then, there is a deli­ 
cious lamb and liver combination 
with a rich meaty flavor, a chicken 
farina vegetable porridge and fresh 
flavored chopped carrots, chopped 
-pinach and chopped mixed vege­ 
table-,. 
Every one of these junior 
foods is fully prepaied, too, so 
mothers are relieved from the te­ 
dium of doing up small batches for 
each meal and they also give her 
a supply of unspiced, mildly sea­ 
soned foods th at are ready-to-serve 
at all times.
